NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS AGREED THAT:

Each participating jurisdiction shall 

fulfill to King County's satisfaction all relevant require­

ments of Federal laws and regulations which apply to 

King County as applicant, including assurances and 

certifications. 

RESPONSIBILITIES AND POWERS OF KING COUNTY 

King County shall have the following responsibilities and powers: 

A. The King County Council shall have authority and responsibility 

for all policy matters including plan and project approvals, 

after review and recommendation by the Committee. 

B. The King County Executive, as administrator of this Housing 

and Communi ty Development Program, shall have authori ty and 

responsibility for all administrative requirements for which 

the County is responsible to the Federal Government. 

C. The King County Executive shall have authority and respon­

sibility for all fund control and disbursements. 

D. Notwithstanding any other provision contained in this Agreement, 

King County as the applicant for B~ock Grant Funds has sole 

responsibility for and assumes an obligations as the applicant 

in the execution of this CommunitY Development Program. 

Nothing contained in this Agreement shall be construed as 

an abdication of those responsibilities and obligations.
